General Rousseau. — Alluding to the heroes 
of the fight at Murfreesboro, a writer in the 
New York Tribune thus alludes to Major- 
General L. H. Rousseau; 

This gallant officer is another of our citizen 
Boldiers, and, like Gen. T. L. Crittenden, is a 
loyal Kentuckian. Major-General Lovell H. 
Rousseau has greatly distinguished himself 
during the present war, and has been twice 
promoted, viz: from a colonelcy of volunteers 
to a brigadier-generalship, and recently to a 
major-generalsnip. He commanded a brigade 
at the cattle of Shiloh, and behaved with 
great gallantry. At the battle of Chaplin 
II ills bis gallantry and good generalship were 
alike conspicuous. 

Attacked while waiting for orders to go 
into ermp, surprised by the rapid advance of 
a before-masked enemy, Gen. Rousseau was 
forced to make the position of his halted col- 
umn his line of battle. Forced to be with his 
front line, to sustain his men against the 
double attack of their flying comrades of 
Jackson’s division and that of the enemy, he 
had scarcely time to leave the field, but he did 
for a moment to report in person to General 
McCook, who came on the field after the en- 
gagement had begun. Throughout it all 
Rousseau displayed the most reckless disre- 
gard of life, riding up and down his line with 
his hat upon his sword, lending energy nnd 
determination to his men. 

When the fire of the enemy was hottest 
there was he to be found, and there was the 
resistance most desperate. All his officers 
unite in saying that no General ever conduct- 
ed himself more gallantly. He was present 
under the hottest fire all the hot day, and no 
man has won the right to honor, distinction 
and promotion more deservedly than Lovel 
H. Rousseau. There is no particle of fear in 
his manly composition. An acting Major- 
General, with a division of fourteen regi- 
Lnents, ten of which had never seen a skirmish, 
and three of that ten raw recruits under the 
last call, Gen. Rousseau conducted the battle 
alone, and sustained his position when the un- 
fortunately disposed troops of Jackson had 
broke and fled through his line of battle. 

With fees than 8,000 men he has defeated 
an enemy who admits himself twice that 
strength, and who was doubtless three times 
as strong. And when his right was flanked 
and forced to fall back, he, warned of it by 
Gen. McCook, improvised a support for 
Loomis’s battery out of stragglers whom he 
forced to his aid, and enabled the 10th Ohio 
and 10th Wisconsin, with the loss of not less 
than 50 men, to safely bring off Simonson 
tottery from the field. 



THE LATE MORGAN RAID. 
COLONEL HOSKINS'S OFFICIAL REPOKT. 

Headquarters Post Lebanon, Ky., ) 
January 0, 1303. J 

Brigadier- general C. C. Gilbert , Commanding 
10(A Division Army of the Cumberland : 
General: 1 have the honor to submit the 
following report of operations before Lebanon, 
commencing on the 20th of December, 1862, 
at which time I was notified by Brig. -Gen. 
Boyle by telegram that the rebel Morgan was 
again in our State, and ending on the 2d of 
January, 1803, at which time tho pursuit of 
him was abandoned by order of Brig.-Uen. 
Speed S. Fry three miles beyond Columbia. 
At the lime I received notice of Morgan's in- 
vasion of the State and movements in the di- 
rection of Uardstown or Lebanon, I had un- 
der my command the 7th Tennessee, consist- 
ing of 2.">8 men; l^th Kentucky infantry, con- 
sisting of 425 men; and 10th Kentucky in- 
fantry, 630. 1 was informed by the Post 

Quartermaster that be had at this post near 
tnree thousand head of loose stock, mules, 
and horses, about three hundred wagons and 
stock for same, some 200,000 rations, a quan- 
tity of ammunition, and 1,000 stand of small 
arms. 1 did not know how soon Morgan 
would be upon us, and, having no fortifica- 
tions, as an only means of defence I ordered 
all the wagons to be placed in corral. I also 
ordered gnus to be distributed to all the con- 
valescents capable of using them, as also to 
the teamsters, whom 1 placed under competent 
commanders. I ordered an increase of our 
picket guards and a thorough inspection of 
arms, ammunition, Ac. Knowing that a force 
of some ten or eleven regiments were at Dan- 
ville, I then telcgraphea to Brig. Gen. Baird 
for reinforcements of infantry and a battery 
of artillery. In reply be notified me on the 
20th December that be had ordered to my sup- 
port a battery of Napoleon guns and (2) two 
regiments of infantry. From my observation 
I know of no place so vulnerable as Lebanon, 
lying as it were in a basin surrounded by com- 
manding positions, as also with approaches 
from almost every direction, and I was there- 
fore satisfied that a fight with equal numbers 
could not be successfully made within or very 
near the town, and I accordingly determined, 
should he move upon the place, to meet him 
from one to two miles front the depot. On the 
28th I was notified by despatch from Gen. 
Boyle that reinforcements from Danville, which 
' knew were within four or five miles of me, 
were recalled. During the day, cannonading 
was distinctly audible in the direction of Eliz- 
abethtown or the tunnel. 1 again urged upon 
Gen. Baird the necessity of sending forward 
reinforcements, and was by him notified that 
(2) two strong regiments of infantry had been 
ordered under command of Col. Henderson to 
join me, and would be at Lebanon on the 3d. 

' then despatched Gen. Boyle, iu anticipation 
of such reinforcements, suggesting the propri- 
ety of halting the 34th brigade, which had 
been ordered to Lebanon, at Muldrow's Ilill. 

' eceivingno answer to this despatch, in con- 
sequence, 1 presume, of an interruption in tel- 
egraphic communication between this place 
and Louisville, the brigade joined me on the 
morning of the 29th. On that morning I sent 
out a scouting party of twenty-five meu under 
command of Lieut. I’orter, of the 9lh Ken- 
tucky cavalry, with orders to proceed in the 
direction of New Haven and Bardstown until 
he could learn something definite of Morgan's 
force and movements. I had also sent out a 
single and reliable citizen scout with similar 
instructions. On the morning of the 3d the 
citizen returned to camp with intelligence 
that he had that morning breakfasted with 
15 of Morgan's men at Fredericksburg, distant 
from us 19 miles. About 3 o'clock of the same 
day Lieut. Porter also returned, confirming the 
reports of the first scout, and stating that the 
catinonading heard by us was at Rolling Fork, 
and that at the point from which he had re- 
rcturned he could distictly hear musketry. 
Morgan's forte was variously estimated at 
from 7,000 to 11,000. 1 had been notified by 
General Boyle that Colonel Ilarlati, with a 
brigade of infantry, a battery of artillery, and 
two regiments of casalrv, was pressing upon 
his rear from the direction of Elizabethtown. 
So soon as the above information was receiv- 
ed by scouts, I ordered 6trong detachments 
from the 6th and 0th Kentucky cavalry, un- 
der command of Colonel Halisy and Lieuten- 
ant-Colonel Boyle, to make a reconnoisstince 
with a view dl ascertaining whether Morgan 
would pass out by Ray wick and to our right, 
or whcih'r he was yet upon the Spring- 
field and direct road to ns. About nightfall 
this party returned and reported that the ene- 
my had been found encamped on the Spring- 
field road, distant from us seven miles. Short- 
ly atterwards I received information that 
Morgan had divided his force and sent two 
thousand in the direction of Haysville. To 
ascertain the truth of this statement I ordered 
out detachments from the 0th and 0th Ken- 
tucky cavalry, under command of Majors 
Fidler and Farris, to reconnoitre in the direc- 
tion of Barber's Mills, with instructions, that 
if the enemy had not passed that point, to 
take the Springfield road and reconnoitre in 
their rear. In the execution of this order, 
Major Fidler performed a feat of daring which 
is worthy of the highest praise, and which, as 
well as his subsequent conduct, has proven 
him one of the most fearless and energetic 
officers in the service. 

On arriving at Barber’s Mills, and learning 
that the enemy had not passed »P in that di- 
rection, he pursued the Springfield road until 
he came upon one of the enemy’s pickets in 
the streets of that town, whom he captured 
without attracting notice. He and his men 
then advanced to within a few yards of a bat- 
tery planted in the streets, fired a volley into 
the midst of the enemy, killing two of their 
number, and then retreated to camp with their 
prisoner. 1 have omitted to state iu the proper 
order that, after the return of Colonels ilalisy 
and Boyle and following immediately on their 
heels, the rebels came up and captured one of 
our vidette pickets only a short distance from 
his post. 

Alter receiving information that Morgan 
had divided his forces, knowing that Colonel 
Henderson with bis command, consisting of 
two strong regiments was within two miles 
of the intersection of the road leading from 
Springfield to Haysville, I sent by courier 
an order to halt his command near Bethel 
Church, ambuscade, and await the arrival of 
the $nemy — when he should engage him. 
After learning through Majors Fidler and 
Farris that the enemy had sent no force upon 
that road, 1 despatched to Col. Henderson 
to join me with all possible speed, having 
the evening previous sent up fifty wagons 
to aid in transporting his command. J udge 
of my surprise, when the courier returned 
and retorted that Colonel Henderson had 
fallen back in the direction of Danville, 
taking with him my wagons. All my plans 
were now disconcerted. With the force at 
my command I did not think that 1 would be 
justifiable in attacking Morgan in his chosen 
position, and more particularly when I had no 
definite idea of his real strength, which was 
variously estimated at from three to eleven 
thousand, and 1 was induced to act even more 
cautiously than 1 would otherwise have done 
from the fact that 1 could hear nolhiug of Col. 
ilarlau’s command. As I knew that he bad 
engaged Morgan at Rolling Fork, aud as he 
did not follow up the pursuit and press him 
down upon either Gen. Baird or myself, the 
inference drawn by me was that Morgan bad 
sufficient force to repulse Gol. Harlan, or he 
would have followed up any advantage that 
might have been gained by him. Believing 
that Morgan scommand was suffering for rest, 
at 3 o’clock on the morning of tho 31st De- 
cember, I ordered out another reconnoitring 
party under command of Major Gratz, ot tbe 
0th Kentucky Cavalry, with instructions to 
press upon the enemy, cut off and capture his 
pickets if possible, fire into his camp, and 
retire, after ascertaining whether he had 
changed position. This order was executed 
ind Major Gratz returned with the report that 
the enemy had advanced two miles in our di- 
rection. I have omitted to state that my 
chosen position for action was on the Spring- 
field road, and I had, on the evening of the 
30th December, selected a position for one sec- 
tion of the battery, which was placed and 
masked, supported by company A, 10th Ken- 
tucky. The position chosen was in the angle 
formed by the Springfield road and Cart- 
wright’s creek. This position commanded 
the Springfield road for a mile and a half, aud 
was strengthened by a precipitous bluff on the 
right flank. At this point 1 felt we must meet 
the enemy ; for if they were permitted to pass 
it, and gain possession of a copse of timber 
and the commanding position on the hill, they 
could shell us in the town, while their rifle- 
men could advance under cover of the timber 
until they would be in range of any line ol 
battle formed north of town, and which would 
of necessity leave us fully exposed, as the 
ground was entirely open. These arrange- 
ments having been made after the report ( * 
Major Gratz, I ordered Colonel Halisy to mak 
another rcconnoissanee upon the Springfield 
road, to ascertain whether the enemy was 
really advancing with a view of attacking 
us. Col. Halisy left camp about 7 o’clock A 
M., on the 31st December, and at II o’clock 
A. M. sent back a courier with the informa- 
tion that he had proceeded as far as their camp 
of the night previous, which they had aban- 
doned. Gol. Halisy was then directed, that, 
in the event they should have moved with a 
view of passing either to the right or left of 
us, to pursue, hang upon their rear, aud if 
possible harass them to a stand. Finding they 
iiad left he pressed on to Springfield and in the 
direction of Muldrow's Hill. About noon 
citizens came rushing into town with the most 
extravagant reports regarding Morgan’s force, 
and assuring us that he was advancing on the 
place, with his right column moving from the 
direction of St. Mary's Church, on the Leba- 
non Branch Railroad. To ascertain the truth 
of this statement 1 ordered another reconnois- 
sflqce to be made in that direction by Lieut.- 



Ool. Boyle of the 0th Kentucky Cavalry, who 
set out’to execute the order in command of 
a detachment of 300 men from his regiment. 
In anticipation of pureuing Morgan in case he 
should give us the go-by, I had also ordered 
the commanders of different regiments to 
draw five days’ rations, and be in readiness 
to move without camp or garrison equipage 
at a moment’s warning; and 1 also ordered 
all the teams at the post to be in read- 
iness to move at a moment's notice. In the 
meantime I had heard nothing from Colonel 
Halisy since 11 o’clock A. M , and already felt 
considerable anxiety in regard to his safety. 
At 5 o'clock P. ST., I received information 
that Col. Halisy was still in pursuit, who was 
moving in the direction of Muldrow's H ijl, 
and from their rear guard he bud succeeded in 
capturing fifteen prisoners, whom he sent into 
camp. About the same time Col. Boyle re- 
turned, bringing into camp some prisoners, 
with the assurance that Morgan's main body 
had passed St. Mary s Church. I knew we 
had a force at Glasgow, and had been informed 
that we had a force at or nearGreensbnrg, un- 
der command of Col. Wolford, to whom 1 
had on the 30th started a courier notifying 
him that I would pursue Morgan should be 
pass west of us, ana suggesting the propriety 
of his moving his command to Pinchem or 
Muldrow's Hill. Unfortunately, however, 
this courier was captured and paroled before 
he reached Col. Wolford. At 0 o’clock P. M., 
Dec. 31st, my command, consisting of a squad- 
ron of the Oth Kentucky Cavalry, under Mai. 
Gratz, a sqmdron of the Oth Kentucky Caval- 
ry, under command of Maj. Rue, the 12th Ky. 
infantry, the 10th Kentucky infantry (which 
two regiments, together with the 7th Tennes- 
see. had been temporarily brigaded and placed 
under command of Colonel Craddock, of the 
16th Kentucky), the battery of artillery, and 
the 34th brigade, commanded by Colonel 
Reed, moved in pursuit. The order of the 
march was as follows: 1st, the squadron of 
cavalry under Major Gratz: ’2d, one section of 
the battery; 3J, the Oth Kentucky cavalry; 
4th, section of the battery, supported by Co. 

A of the 10th Kentucky; Oth, the 16th Ken- 
tucky infantry; Oih, section of the battery, 
supported by Co. I of the loth Kentucky; 7th, 
12tn Kentucky infantry, mounted in wagons; 
8th, the brigade of Colonel Reed unbroken. 

In the above order, we moved on the Oamp- 
bellsvllle road until we reached a point near 
New Market. Here we were informed by a 
citizen of the death of the gallant, accom- 
plished, and lamented Colonel Halisy, whom 
I could but admire for his great zeal in the 
cause of our Union and the energy and 
promptness with xhich he executed every 
order confided <• him. By his death the ser- 
vice has lost one of its most accomplished and 
chivalrous officers, and the community one 
of its most useful and honorable citizens. We 
were also informed by the same person that 
the rebels were then encamped two miles 
to our right on the Rolling Fork. A 
halt of the column was ordered. Major Rue, 
of the Oth Kentucky cavalry, was ordered for- 
ward to guard the bridge over Rolling Fork. 

A strong cavalry picket was sent back upon 
the road leading from St. Mary’s to Lebanon, 
and which intersects the Campbellsville road, 
one and a half miles in our rear. This I 
thought necessary to prevent their passing to 
our rear upon Lebanon and thouce through 
Bradfordville and Somerset, in the event they 
should discover our movement toward Mul- 
drow's Hill. I also ordered a rcconnoissanee 
of their position, which duty was assigned to 
Major Rue, his men being familiar with the lo- 
cality in which they were said to be camped. 

I ordered the remaining force to form in line 
of battle, with the artillery in position, and 
each section supported by a select company of 
riflemen from the 12th aud 10th Kentucky, in 
this position they were required to bivouac on 
their arms and without tires. Near daylight 
on the morning of the 1st iust., the reconnoi- 
tring party returned with the report that the 
rebels had left camp. 1 immediately ordered 
the column to be in readiness to move, and the 
march was resumed in the order of the pre- 
vious night, except the transportation, which 
was turned over to the 34th brigade, the 12th 
and 10th Kentucky marching. On arriving 
at the summit of Muldrow’s Hill, I learned 
that the enemy 's rear guard had passed about 12 
o'clock the night previous. From citizens 1 
learned that they had passed up the old Dug 
road which intersects the Campbellsville road 
on the summit of Muldrow's II ill. We now 
forwarded with all possible celerity, in the hope 
that we might come upon them at Campbells- 
ville or at all events be iu supporting distance 
should Colonel Wolford s or any other force 
attack them in front or on the flank. Our 
cavalry was much worn down by scouting 
both at Lebanon and on tbe border. They 
were also in bad condition to attack a superior 
force, inasmuch as they were poorly armed, 
the 6th Kentucky having no arms but pistols 
anti sabres. Notwithstanding they were thus 
poorly armed they manifested a disposition to 
press forward, which they were allowed to do 
with as much speed as I deemed consistent 
with prudence, I endeavoring to keep the 
infantry within quick supporting distance. 
On arriving within two miles of Campbells- 
ville I was informed by citizens and paroled 
soldiers that tbe rebel rear guard was still at 
that place engaged in destroying commissary 
goods abandoned by the 34th Brigade. The 
column being well closed up I ordered the 
cavalry to charge upon the town, which they 
did in handsome style, resulting however iu 
the capture of but a lew prisoners, the main 
force having left, some five hours pre- 
vious. Knowing that tv considerable 
quantity of forage hud been collected at 
Green river bridge, and believing that the en- 
emy would halt there to feed and rest his stock, 

I ordered Majors Gratz and Rue, with one 
section of artillery, to press forward, hoping 
to prevent by rapid pursuit the destruction of 
forage and bridge; also directing the shelling 
of their rear at every available point, with the 
further view of attracting the attention of any 
force that might be to our right, and thus de- 
fining to them the route pursued by us. At 2 
o’clock our advance came in sight of the ruins 
of Green river bridge, when, believing that 
further pursuit was cut off, the section of the 
battery was placed in position and opened 
fire, not so much with a view ot damaging the 
enemy as signal guns to any force which 
might be in reach of Columbia, trusting to 
thus give them a cue to the route pursued by 
the rebels. I ordered the troops to go imme- 
diately into camp, feed stock, and make de- 
tails for cooking, while the men could get that 
rest they so much needed after the forty-eight 
hours' heavy duty they had undergone. I also 
ordered the company of pioneers attached to 
the 34th brigade to be immediately set to work 
in clearing the obstructions from adirt road that 
crossed the river but a few hundred yards 
below the bridge. In the meantime the whole 
column closed up, the lJlhand 10th Kentucky 
having marched 22 miles in seven consecutive 
hours. I had not yet abandoned the hope of 
overtaking the enemy at Cumberland river. 

1 also learned that Gol. Wolford was certainly 
at Green3burg in command of four regiments 
of cavalry, iiminediately despatched to him, 
notifying him of our pursuit, and suggesting 
that he should press on to Columbia — in the 
event that he should find Morgan in camp at 
the latter place to quietly await our arrival, 
which would be some time during the night. 
By 10 o'clock P. M., of the 1st inst., the ob- 
structions in tbe road were removed. I then 
directed that the whole cavalry force under my 
command should move forward, accompanied 
by one section of tbe battery, with instructions 
to Col. Boyle that if he should find Morgan in 
camp at Columbia not to disturb him, unless 
he should attempt to move off, until he was sup- 
ported by my infantry or Col. Wolford’s cav- 
alry. Following immediately in the rear of 
the cavalry was the remainder of the force 
under my command. As soon as I saw 
the principal part of the 34th brigade 
across tbe river 1 pressed forward to the 
front, and to mv surprise found the 
whole column halted at 0 o'clock A. M„ 
six miles from the bridge which they had left 
at 11 o’clock the previous night. The apology 
for such a direct violation of orders by tbe 
cavalry was that a citizen had told them that 
Morgan had left Columbia at 8 o clock the 
previous night, and that their horses were 
worn down. The infantry and artillery wtre 
moved forward and reached Columbia about 
uoou on the 2d inst., when, learning that the 
Cumberland was certainly fordable, I aban- 
doned the pursuit and ordered my men into 
camp. Soon after going into camp Gen. Fry 
arrived and assumed command of all the 
troop 3 in the vicinity of Columbia and ordered 
the pursuit to be resumed, which order was 
countermanded at a point three miles beyond 
Columbia. The result of these operations was 
the capture of about 150 prisoners, a number 
of horses aud trappings, some arms, two cais- 
sons, and a quantity of ammunition for artil- 
lery and small arms. It is also reported by 
a citizen that one of our shells exploded 
among the rebel rear guard at Green river 
and killed three of their number. I regret 
that there could not be more concerted 
action between Colonel Harlan and my- 
self, for, had he pressed upon and fol- 
lowed Morgan to Springfield, I could have at- 
tacked him in trout while he engaged his rear, 
or we could have attacked him unitedly, i 
also regret that the reinforcements from Dan- 
ville never reached me. My determination 
was to attack Morgan at Springfield had they 
come up. 

To Col. Reid, and the officers and men of 
his brigade, I take pleasure in expressing my 
thanks for the promptness aud alacrity with 
which they executed orders confided to them. 
It may be proper to state that the aggregate 
force of this brigade did not exceed 1,800 men, 
and my whole effective force did not exceed 
3,300 men. 

To Capt. Miller, of company M, 1st Illinois 
battery, thanks are due for his efficient servi- 
ces as an artillery officer. My thanks are due 
to Col. Craddock for his energy and valuable 



suggestions, as well as to all tbe officers on 
the expedition ; but above all, the gallant sol- 
diers composing tbe command deserve especial 
notice for the cheerfulness with which they 
endured the privations to which they were 
necessarily subjected, and the alacrity with 
which they obeyed allorders. To my aides, Capt. 
Letcher, of the 12th, Capt. Help, of the loth, 
Lieut. Mannen.of the 10th Ky., and Lieut. Nell, 
of the 1st Kentucky battery, my thanks are 
due for the efficient manner in which they dis- 
charged their duties. Capt. Gaubert, Post 
Quartermaster, displayed great energy and 
efficiency in getting up ou short notice trans- 
portation and rations for the expedition. And 
while it may seem invidious to make distinc- 
tions where all deserve commendation, yet 
especial thanks are due to Lieut. Col. Gantt 
and Major Harheson, of the 10th Kentucky, 
Majors Farris, Rue, and Fidler, of the cavalry, 
and Dr. S. M. Cartmell, Medical Director of 
the expedition. Nor should I forget Capts. 
John S. and Carr B. White, of the 10th Kcn- 
tuck)', and Lieut. Crozier, of the 12th, who, 
with their companies, supported sections ot 
battery, and were always iu place and ready 
for duty. 1 ought perhaps to state that I 
labored under great disadvantage from the 
fact that I could get no definite information of 
Morgan's force. 1 had been officially notified 
that Morgan, at the time of • his attack 
on Elizabethtown, had less than 3,000 men, 
and certainly hut two pieces of artil- 
lery, I had also been officially notified 
that simultaneously with his attack on that 
place an attack was made on Munford- 
ville, supposed to be led by Kirby Smith, 
whose force was unknown. When 1 learned 
that the force advancing on Lebanon certainly 
had ten pieces of artillery, I inferred that a 
junction of the two forces had been effected— 
the whole fotce being reported by citizens and 
scouts at eleven thousand.

AFFAIRS IN SOUTHWESTERN KENTUCKY. 

Mayfield, Dec. 14, 1862. 
Gentlemen; Tho November term of our 
circuit court has adjourned, after being in ses- 
sion for about three weeks; and, in order that 
the Union men of the State may know what 
traitors will do and how they have act- 
ed as officers and jurymen, I will give a par- 
tial history of their acts and doings. At the 
May term of our court, 1862, owing to the then 
unsettled state of affairs in this part of the 
State, the court. Judge Williams presiding, 
only remained in session about one week. 
Judge Williams at that time forgot to apitoint 
jury commissioners, and, according to tne law 
of tbe State, it is made the duty of the Sheriff 
(in tbeeventthat the court fails to appoint jury 
commissioners) to summon the Grand and 
Petit Jurymen. 

The Sheriff of this county having been a 
candidate for re-clection, and, being like all 
the county office-holders and office-seekers in 
the State, wanting his “rights,” was at our 
last August election defeated. Smarting un- 
der hi3 defeat, besought, as he thought, the op- 
portunity togratifv his petty spleen and malice 
on Union men, and summonedsixteenstraight- 
out secessionists and disunionists as Grand Ju- 
rymen, some of whom have been active iu their 
opposition to the Government, and have in 
various ways aided the rebels alter they in- 
vaded Kentucky. When they came forward 
on the first day of our Circuit Court, they 
were informed by our able and dignified 
Circuit Judge, lion. C. S. Marshall, that 
the Legislature of Kentucky in August last 
had passed a law requiring all persons sum- 
moned as Grand or Petit jurymen to take an 
oath that they had not since the rebellion been 
in arms against the United States Government 
or the State of Kentucky, and that they bad 
not either in a civil or military capacity, either 
directly or indirectly, given aid or comfort to 
those in rebellion against the Government or 
the State of Kentucky. They were further 
informed that unless they took this oath they 
conld not lie empanelled as jurymen, and 
that if, in taking the oath, they swore falsely, 
it would consign them to the penitentiary. 
Alter the charge of the Judge, these sixteen 
patriots raised their hands, and on the holy 
Bible, and in the presence of men who knew 
wbat they had done, gulped down this oath, 
and, after an able charge from the Judge, re- 
tired to their room to make diligent inquiries 
into all violations of the penal and criminal 
laws of the State. The foreman of this de- 
lectable sixteen was one John Raker, aged 
about sixty years, lie is the same John Eaker 
who was on what was called a Safety Commit- 
tee. selt-constituted under the directions of the 
traitor3and those who invaded Kentucky. The 
object of tt is Safety Committee was to save 
Union men, and not to permit them to leave this 
part of the Stole iu tile fall of 1801, when the 
rebels had possession of our portion of Ken- 
tucky, without a istvs from him, the said Joint 
Eaker, and the Safety Committee, and, lor 
granting them this distinguished privilege, 
the said Eaker & Co. only charged ten 
cents. He is the same John Eaker, who, when 
the rehel tfoops came to Mayfield in 1801, got 
on the railing around the public square iu the 
midst of hundreds of persons, men, women, 
and children, and saluted them with hat off 
with chter after cheer for Jeff Davis and the 
Southern Confederacy. He is the same John 
Eaker who was in a secret conclave to invite 
liic rebel troops to Kentucky, and signed a 
petition to that effect. He is the same John 
Eaker who gave to Banks and Carter a letter 
of introduction to the officer in command at 
Camp Beauregard, on the night that J. F. 
Conner shot nnd killed Milliken in Nov., 1801, 
when be kuew they were going to the 
camp to carry the news of the death of 
Milliken, and that Conner was in jail at 
Mayfield; and he must have known what the 
result of such information would be, as on 
that saoie night the rebel troops came from 
Camp Beauregard up to Mayheld, aud took 
Conner out of jail and murdered him. This 
is the man, sirs, who was foreman of our late 
Grand Jury and who took an oath to make 
diligent inquiries and true presentments make, 
&c. Is it to be wondered at that these 
sixteen would-be patriots, after diligent in- 
quiries, could fiud that no treason had been 
committed against the State, and that no rob- 
bery of the thirty-five thousand dollars’ worth 
of guns had been done — that no bridges had 
been burned by the citizens of this county ? No, 
Messrs. Editors, it is not To be'tvondered at. 
No one knew better than these men who were 
on this Grand Jury that there were in Graves 
county at least five hundred men who had 
committed treason against the State, and that 
there were in Graves county at least fifty men, 
and some of them in this town, who aided in 
the stealing of the guns belonging to the Stale, 
and that there were men in this county in high 
position who had helped to burn the bridges. 
Yet not an indictment was found against any- 
one for these crimes, but they must seek (uu- 
der the gui;e of Grand Jurymen) to gratify 
their damnable prejudices on Union men, 
which they did do by indicting them for 
alleged breaches of the peace, and for what 
else do you think ? Why, sirs, for interfering 
in elections! Is not that rich? A secessionist, 
disunionist, and a follower of Jell' Davis talk- 
ing about interference in elections! Two-thirds 
of the indictments and presentments found 
were against Union men lor alleged minor of- 
fences. In one case they indicted an old 
gray-headed Union man by the name of Coop- 
er seven times, charged with stealing guns, 
horses, &c., and not a man on the Grand Jury 
who knew him believed him to be guilty, al- 
though they said so on oath. This self-same 
Grand Jury indicted three loyal Union men 
for holding un election on the 20th of Janua- 
ry last for a member of Congress from this 
district in place of the traitor Burnett, the 
charge in the presentment being that they 
did not hold the election at the proper place 
of voting iu the district. This same Grand 
Jury, after diligent inquiry, failed to indict 
the secessionists who held an election under 
the Provisional Government for a member of 
Congress to represent this district in the so- 
called Southern Confederacy, although tbe 
election was held at the court-house in this 
place and no one knew better who it was that 
held said election than men on that Grand 
Jury, especially said John Eaker, foreman, as 
aforesaid, who lives here now aud did then. 
Yet no indictment is found against these 
traitors to the State of Kentucky. The reason 
is obvious. This Grand Jury thought that an 
election to send a representative to tlie so- 
called Southern Confederacy from this district 
all right and proper — no violation of*law or 
the rights of the people in holding said 
election. No indictment was found by these 
sixteen immaculate Grand Jurore for the 
stealing of the thirty-five thousand dol 
lars’ worth of guns, &c., belonging to Ken 
tucky. Yet these guns were stolen from this 
place, where they had beeu sent on purpose 
for the rebels and their allies to steal. No one 
knew better who were engaged in the stealing 
of the said guns, &c., than men on that Grand 
Jury, the said John Eaker, foreman, as afore' 
said. On the night before they were stolen, 
when a proposition was made to send for the 

Union men to guard said guns, said 

that it was useless. If Union men were put 
to guard the guns it would irritate and arouse 
the secessionists, who would take part with the 
rebels if they attempted to steal the arni3. 

These are the men and such their inclina- 
tions who lately sat as a Graud Jury in this 
county. Is it any wonder that Union men 
have been indicted, when the antecedents of 
such men arp known? This same John Eaker 
was often a Representative nnd Senator of the 
State of Kentucky, a man of influence and 
position, who threw all the weight and in 
lluence he had against the Government aud 
in favor of the rebellion, and after the rebels 
in arms have been driven from the State turns 
around and proposes to have the laws of the 
State he has been false to enforced against 
Union men, and the only reason for this is 
that the Union men foi l» w all tffe 



time, and he and his infamous gang against it, 
and he now endeavors to have Union men pun- 
ished because they were for respecting the 
I tws. Such conduct is iutiunous, and will 
have the effect to arouse the Union men to a 
proper sense of their duty, aud, unless they 
arc untrue to themselves, they will, when an- 
other Grand Jury is empanelled in this coun- 
ty, see that the actions and conduct of these 
sixteen pure and unsophisticated men is in- 
quired into from the time they helped to in- 
augurate this infamous rebellion until they 
stood in the Court-house at this place and be- 
fore high heaven and honest meu swore that 
they had never, either directly or indirectly, 
aided those in rebellion against tile Govern- 
ment or the State of Kentucky, in either civil 
or military capacity. And mark the result. 
Some of these, w i th many others in this county, 
will beseut to where they long since ought to 
have been, the penitentiary of the State, to 
expiate for the treason and corruption they 
have been guilty of. When that time does 
come, and come it must, then justice will be 
done; then Union men will rejoice to know 
that they live in a Government which sus- 
tains its friends and punishes its enemies: 
then traitors will get their just deserts, the 
laws of the land and the laws of Kentucky 
will lie vindicated, as they long since ought to 
have been, and the State will be rid of a 
pestiferous mass of political excrescence 
which has been working in the atmosphere 
here for the last ten or twelve years. 

The following is a part of the oath taken by 
this sweet-scented set of sixteen: “Saving 
yourselves, you do swear that you will dili- 
gently inquire of and present all treasons, 
felonies, misdemeanors, and breaches of the 
penal laws which shall have been committed 
or donewithin the limits or tbe jurisdiction of 
this county of which you have knowledge or 
may receive information." Now the question 
is asked, was diligent inquiry made by these 
men (and especially by said John Eaker, fore- 
man as aforesaid ) of all treasons and felon.es 
committed in this county? Let this old 
traitor answer this question in his own time 
and wait for the wagon, which will pass 
along in due time; then we will all ride, not 
to the so-called Southern Confederacy, but to 
the Temple of Justice, erected by Kentucky, 
to try all traitors to her Constitution and laws.

MISCELLANEOUS. 



Elisha Whittlesey, who died at Washington 
on Wednesday, aged nearly 80, was born in 
Washington, Conn., in 1783. He migrated in 
1800 to Northern Ohio (“New Connecticut,” or 
“the Western Reserve’ ), and was thence elect- 
ed a Representative in Congress, where he 
took his seat in 1823, and In 1825 aided to give 
the vote of Ohio for President to John Quincy 
Adams. He remained in the House sixteen 
years — always re-elected by large majorities, 
when he declined to serve longer, and was 
succeeded by the Hon. Joshua R. Giddings, 
who served twenty years, closing his service 
in 1850. It is not often that a district has but 
two Representatives during an uninterrupted 
tieriod of thirty-six years. Mr. Whittlesey 
had previously bcuu two years in the Ohio 
Legislature, and for sixteen years Prosecuting 
Attorney for Trumbull county. 

On Gen. Harrison's accession to the Presi- 
dency, he appointed Mr. Whittlesey an Audi- 
tor for the Post-office Department. Gen. Tay- 
lor made him First Controller of the Treasury, 
which place he rilled to the day of his dealt). 
And there probably was never a more faith- 
ful, industrious, upright, inflexible public ser- 
vant, In the House he was long Chairman of 
the Committee on Claims — a most laborious 
and responsible post, which he filled so worth- 
ily that tbe House generally adopted his re- 
ports without inquiry. He was a good, up- 
right, just man, and has died in a ripe old age, 
after a career of full usefulness and crowned 
with honors.

C-s5“Couti'.iry to appearances at Washing- 
ton, and certainly contrary to our expecta- 
tions here, the hill to raise volunteers for the 
defence of Kentucky passed the Senate of the 
United-States on Monday, and passed, as we 
infer from the announcement in the des- 
patches, without any disabling amendments. 
We heartily rejoice at this. Whether or not 
the bill has passed the Senate exactly as it 
passed the House during the last Session, we 
cannot say; but it is certain at least that the 
bill, if changed at all, is not changed so ma- 
terially that the House will hesitate a moment 
to concur in the change. Accordingly, we 
may consider the bill as a law. 

We presume that one of the consequences of 
the unexpected enactment of this law will be 
the supersedere of the vitalization of our 
mil tia system by the General Assembly ut 
present as hypothetically suggested by the 
Governor, seeing that this law renders such a 
process comparatively unnecessary for the 
present, and seeing, furthermore, that the pro- 
cess involves necessarily an eipense which the 
Commonwealth is not well able to bear. If 
we are correct in this judgment, the passage 
of the bill i3 a source of djuble satisfaction to 
Kentuckians, insuring, as it does, at once pro- 
tection to our homes and exemption from a 
crushing expenditure therefor. And we do 
not doubt that we are correct. 

The express purpose for which Governor 
llobinson suggested the conditional vitaliza- 
tiou of our militia system is the protection ol 
the people against the forays and inroads of 
the rebels. Such is likewise the express pur 
pose for.which Senator Davis, with Gov. Robin- 
son's sanction, urged the bill in question. “You 
gentlemen,’’ said Senator Davis in urging this 
measure on the 5th in3t., “who live in States 
that have been free from the invasion of the 
Confederate forces know nothing of the mis- 
eries that it brings upon an invaded country 
It is literally devastated. It is for the purpose 
of preventing further devastation aud of giv 
ing protection to this truest portion of our 
population, that our noble Governor desires 
this measure to be passed. He was here just 
be to re the recess was taken. He came ou to 
solicit iu person the President and members ol 
Congress to permit this bill to pass. He in 
tends to make such use of it as a true 
patriot and Governor of Kentucky ought tu 
make, and none other. He, with the humble 
individual who now addresses you, holds no 
compromise with secession. We regard it 
and its authors ns the measure aud ar- 
tificers of all the woes that are now bearing 
so oppressively upon the whole laud, and our 
own State especially. We have for the seces 
sion leaders nothing but war, uncompromising 
war, until they are subjugated aud arc reduced 
to submission to the Constitution and the 
lnw3. The secession lcadci'3 and the Union 
meu of Kentucky cannot, and never can, in 
habit the same country. It is for the purpose 
of making the war effective, and more effect- 
ive upon them than it has been heretofore, 
that we desire so greatly the passage of this 
measure. We know that it will enable us to 
raise a description of force there that will be 
more effective iu our local conflicts with the 
secession armies, when they make their raids 
into the State, than any we have had.” It 
seemed, however, that the bill would certain- 
ly tail; and Governor Robinson, keenly alive 
to the importance of protecting our people in 
some mode, very properly suggested in his 
message, whether, if no other means of pro- 
tection could be obtained, we should not incur 
tho expense of putting our dormant militia 
system into operation, heavy as the expense 
would prove, rather than “be subjected as at 
prescut to continual raids from and depreda- 
tions by lawless andabandoned men.” But it 
turns out in fact that the bill has not failed. 
It has succeeded. And its success assures the 
coveted means of protection to our people. 
Consequently, the General Assembly is re- 
lieved, no doubt as agreeably as unexpected- 
ly, from the present consideration of the con- 
tingent suggestion of the Governor. 

We hope the bill will go through the re- 
maining forms of legislation as rapidly as 
feasible, and that proceedings under it will be 
set on foot at the earliest possible moment. 
There should be no delay at any stage. All 
the signs indicate that the force contemplated 
will have work enough to do as long as the 
rebel army of the Southwest is able to keep 
the field, and the more work the further the 
field i3 removed from the banks of the Ohio 
Every step that Rosecrans presses the rebel, 
back toward the Gull is an appeal lor strenu- 
ous energy in raising ll-se Kentucky volun- 
teers who among other things are to guard 
his rear and keep open his great line-of com- 
munication. Now that we are certainly to 
have the law, lot us have it, and the men under 
it, without a moment's unnecessary delay. 

The foundering of the iron-clad Moni- 
tor at sea, off Cape Hatteras, shows that the 
origiual doubt3 as to her voyaging properties 
were correct. These doubts were confirmed 
in the minds of scientific men before the re- 
cent disaster. Donald McKay, the celebrated 
shipbuilder, had previously communicated to 
tho Boston Commercial Bulletin the result of 
his examination of the new iron-dads of 
franco and Great Britain, in which he con- 
tended that vessels of the class of our Monitors 
could not live in a sea-way, and that they 
could easily be run down by large frigates. 
If we would maintain our naval supremacy 
we must not discard the European improve- 
ment, for, speaking of them, Mr. McKay says: 

If we compare with these immense fleets 
the iron-cosed navy of the United States im- 
partially we have to acknowledge that in case 
of a war with either of the above Powers we 
would have to keep entirely on the defensive, 
to submit to a disgraceful blockade, and to 
leave our merchant ship3 all over the globe to 
the mercy of our enemy. All the Monitors 
which we are building by the dozen are very- 
well to defend our harbors, but they are en- 
tirely unfit to break a blockade or to act on 
the high seas, for to say that these vessels are 
good sea boats, or suitable for men to live in, 
is simply ridiculous, in which statement I will 
be upheld by all experienced sailors aud shin 
builders of any note. 

We have no doubt that the monster class of 
vessels will always be favorites with our peo- 
ple, and that they will prove very efficient for 
harbor defence, but we must have large iron- 
clads for sea service and to defend our com- 
mercial marine. The genius of our govern- 
ment does not contemplate the creation of a 
large navy to enable us to take part in the 
various movements which policy will always 
force upon the European States, but we must 
be fully prepared for home defence and to as- 
sert tho inviolability of our flag upon distant 
seas. Until within the last ten years we had 
the strongest fortified seacoast in the world, 
but the gigantic preparations of France 



at Cherbourg, and the corresponding en- 
ergy displayed by England, have eclipsed 
our condition. Still, a few millions of dollars 
will reconstruct and render impregnable all 
our old harbor defences, which were located 
originally' with consummate scientific skill 
and foresight. The natural conformation of 
our coasts on the Atlantic Uccan aud the Gull 
of Mexico is nobly adapted to a system of 
enlarged fortifications, when they become ne- 
cessary, and at the same time afford the means 
of a defensive system for the maritime Iron 
tiers of the United Suites, which, coupled 
with interior communications from Boston to 
New Orleans, within the sounds, bays, aDd 
nletsof the coast, will secure the prompt and 
life movement of supplies from the extreme 
Northeast to the far Southwest. As far 
back as 1820, Generals Bernard and Totten, 
of a Board of Engineers, in a re|>ort, 
aid that “our system of defence is comprised 
of elements, whose numerous reciprocal re- 
lations with each other, and with I he whole, 
constitute its excellence; one element is 
scarcely more dependent on another than the 
whole system is on any one. Withdraw the 
navy, and the defence becomes merely passive; 
withdraw interior communication from the 
system, and the navy must cease, in a meas- 
ure, to be active, for want of supplies; and 
the fortifications can offer but a feeble resist- 
ance for want of timely reinforcements with- 
draw fortifications, and there remains only a 
attcred and naked navy.” 

Experience has shown the wisdom of these 
views. The interior communications, by means 
of macadamized roads which were originally 
contemplated, have been superseded by rail- 
roads aud steamboats, but we have an interior 
channel of water communication, inaccessible 
to large hostile vessels, which for ten or fif- 
teen millions of dollars can be made complete. 
Engineering skill can soon render feasible the 
uland connection. between Boston and New 
London by a canal across the Rhode Island 
Peninsula; from New Loudon the Sound con 
ducts to New York harbor; thence by the 
Hudson River and the Delaware and Raritan 
Canal we reach Philadelphia, while the Ches- 
apeake and Delaware Canal connects Phila- 
delphia with the headwaters of the Ches 
apeake Bay, from whence there is free access 
to Norfolk, where canals conduct us to Al- 
bemarle Sound — giving an interior channel 
from New England to Beaufort. A canal 
across Florida, and the opening of an interior 
channel from Pensacola to the Mississippi riv- 
er, through the Iberville river and Lukes 
Mauripas, Pontehartrain, and Borgne, would 
afford an almost continuous protected chan- 
nel, and an interior line of water communica- 
tion, with a few immaterial interruptions 
where it would become necessary to venture 
upon the open sea The advantages of this 
mode of transit are self-evident, and they can 
be secured along the entire Atlantic coast by 
the enlargement of the three canals of tin- 
route, which have an aggregate length of les; 
than seventy-nine miles, and, with this ef- 
fected, it will, in the language of the present 
Committee on Military Affairs of the Hour 
of Representatives, form “a new ligament of 
strength around the nation to make its union 
perpetual.” 

When the necessities of the country shall 
demand the construction of this inner circle of 
coastwise transit, which will lie protected 
from the powerful navies of our enemies by 
the low bars and peninsulas of sand or nllu 
vium that characterize our entire Atlantic 
coast, all its points of ingressmust be strongly 
fortified, and then small iron-clads of the Mon 
itor class will be movable fortifications which 
can be transported wherever auy sudden exi 
gency may make their presence necessary 
With plenty of these in commission, it will be 
utterly impossible for a foe even to blockade 
our harbors, for Monitors and mortars and gun 
boats will drive blockading vessels from the 
roadsteads and convenient anchorage", an 
compel them to keep at such a distance from 
the land that they may escape the annoyance 
of the heavy defensive ordnance, while at tl 
same time they will be subjected to all 
the risks and inconveniences of being 
continually under sail and -having their 
crews perpetually at their quarters. W 
must not therefore, because the Monitors 
are probably a failure as sea-going craft, be 
come excited, an! change the policy whi 
has made liberal appropriations for their cor 
struction. We cannot have too many 
them, and successive experiments will perfect 
the original ideas of Mr. Ericsson, until they 
may become much more destructive than they 
have yet proved. We have hitherto been 
slow to increase our navy in a correspond- 
ing ratio to the increase of our commerce 
we have fancied that tho friendly feeling 
which wc entertained toward all tin- 
great powers of the earth wa3 recipro- 
cated, and that we could bide in peace 
with the entire world. But recent events 
have demonstrated to us that commercial ri- 
valry and the interests of manufacturing an- 
tagonisms will destroy all the ties of friend- 
ship and all the influences of civilization, and 
convert friendly powers into deadly enemies. 
Common prudence warns us to be prepared 
with adequate mcaus, therefore, to exclude 
hostile Heets from our harbors, with 
fortifications strong enough to prevent 
the landing of invading armies on 
our shores, until . we can, by means 
of our interior line of water communication, 
mass armies and armadas of gunboats to repel 
them. If such an exigency should ever 
arise — and it is far from improbable — we shall 
find in our Monitor class of vessels the most 
valuable aids to a perfect system of sea-coast 
defence. Let us then continue their construc- 
tion; but we must not confine our exertions 
to their increase; we must aim to rival the 
Warriors and the Glories of England and 
France. We have heretofore been warned to 
prepare for war in time of peace; we musi 
now, when exchanging “assurances of distin- 
guished consideration'’ with the great naval 
powers, be devising the means to meet ami 
defeat them as rivals and foes.

Thun Fancy*? feet have ever trod. 

By fairy hands his knell is rung; 

By forms unseen his dirge is atiug; 

There Honor comes, a pilgrim gray. 

To bh-ss the turf that wraps his day ; 

And Freedom shall awhile repair, 

To dwell a weeping hermit there. 

We have recently read a noble letter from 
General Boyle on this subject, and we gladly 
second his proper wishes that General Nelson's 
oft-expressed desires for burial at Camp “Dick 
Robinson shall be attended to by the Com- 
monwealth. That sterling patriot after whom 
Camp “Dick Robinson’’ is named offers to do- 
nate one acre of the camp for this burial spot 
and to contribute one thousand xlollai*3 toward 
monument to Geueral Nelson. There are 
many citizens who would contribute to such 
testimonial to Nelson, but this is einphati- 
ully a duty of the Commonwealth, and we 
hope that immediate measures will be taken 
by the Legislature to recognise aud perform 
this duty toward one who will long live in the 
memories of the people of Kentucky.

THE PRESIDENT'S WAR MESSAGE A 
EM’ AND CRUEL ABOLITION TKl 
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The Burial Place or General Nelson— 
M mere is It ! — The people of Kentucky have 
a right to ask where the remains of Genera) 
Nelson are deposited. The loyal men of Ken- 
tucky owe him an amount of obligation that 
they never can cancel, no matter what they 
may do. Those who havo read the startling 
history of secessionism in Kentucky, from the 
keen and classic pen of Robert J. Breckin- 
ridge, may have some idea of what is due to 
him, but even that history scarcely reveals a 
tithe of Nelson’s labors, because there were 
many of them that did not come within the 
proper scope of Dr. Breckinridge’s historic 
sketches. Nelson had his faults, but he also 
had great virtues. The duty of loyal Ken- 
tuckians toward these are well expressed in 
the invocation of the young wife: 

By to my virtue, very kind. 

And to my faults a little blind. 

One of the dearest wishes of Gen. Nelson’s 
heart, next to the success of the National 
cause, was, in case of his death, to be buried 
within the precincts of Camp “Dick Robin- 
son.” It is an eminently appropriate place 
for the deposit of the remains of this loyal 
Kentuckian. It is endeared to Kentuckians 
by many cherished associations, and many of 
the dearest of those associations cluster around 
the deeds of Nelson in that Mecca of Ken- 
tucky loyalty. It was there that heroes, who 
have since made history and engraved their 
names deep in the National memory, assem- 
bled with Nelson to curb the surges of treason 
in this noble Commonwealth. There Bovle, 
and Fry, and Bramlctte, and the young, un- 
blemished champion of truth and right, Mc- 
Kee, to say nothing of hosts of others, gath- 
ered in their might, to offer their precious 
blood upon the altar of their country’s 
good. There the beacon-fires of freedom 
burned with a holy and steady light 
that kindled the national heart. There 
the lofty inspiration of the patriotic ge- 
nius of Dr. R, J. Breckinridge breathed it 3 
fires into hearts that never permitted those 
fires to pale in the darkest hours of freedom's 
holy cause. And there, amidst these memor- 
able sanctuaries of Kentucky loyalty, should 
repose all that is mortal of that great chief who 
towered aloft, and worthily, among those 
Kentucky patriots. And there, in the place

The President has at length issued his “fit and 
necessary war measure for the suppression of 
the rebellion.” It is now the property of the 
country; and the loyal people have an unques 
tionable right to examine it aud to pronounce 
upon ils merits. The President is but the^eople 
servant, theirageiit, whether he presents himself 
as their civil Ruler-in-Chief, oras their military 
Commander-in-Chief. His acts and measures 
arc the acts ami measures of one who is strict 
ly responsible to them. In the discharge of 
luties clearly within the scope and received 
meaning of the Constitution and laws ot the 
land in either his civil or military capacity, it 
is always presumed that the Chief Magis- 
trate of this uation will be competent 
to decide with the advice of his Cabinet 
as to the proper course to pursue. But when 
he contemplates actions or measures, which 
are not clearly, by either the Constitution or 
the laws, within the scope of his authorized 
and sworn duty, patriotism, honesty, decency 
demand that he shall consult and defer to the 
expressed will of the sovereign people before 
he attoinpts to proceed. This holds true with 
emphasis when the contemplated procedure is 
to run against the received and long-estab- 
lished seutimentsof the people, oris to involve 
a radical and momentous change iu the ma- 
terial interests, rights, aud structure of society 
is, in short, by force to inaugurate a serious 
and hazardous revolution iu the very face ot 
the national and local constitutions" of the 
country. 

t ins “war measure” of the President is a 
fund imenUl, revolutionary procedure of the 
most violent, wide-spread, and destructive 
character, that any nation has ever been sub- 
jected to in the history of the world. It is a 
measure, too, which he has stubbornly pressed 
not only in the face of the State and national 
constitutions, but in the face of the recently 
and distinctly announced will of the people at 
the ballot-box I Mr. Lincoln is, in this point 
of view, a usurper; as much so, as far as he 
goes, as Jeff Davis is. The Constitution is as 
much a barrier to the one as to the other when 
a foregone conclusion is in view. They arc 
both revolutionists; and Jeff Davis has 
much constitutional warrant for proclaim 
ing slavery as the social system 
henceforth to exist at the North, 
and to be forever maintained there by 
his armed power, if he can, as Abraham Liii 
coin has tor abolishing slavery at the South 
by armed force. And Mr. Davis could make 
at least as plausible, if not as conclusive, an 
argument lor the re-establisbmeat of slavery 
in all the States, as the best security for future 
and permanent national peace, as Mr. Lincoln 
can for the abolition of slavery as such future 
security. For abolitionism would then be 
exterminated, and the relative position of the 
negro would be fully and finally disposed of 
m the Government. Whether Mr. Lincoln' 
armed abolitionism can promise as much is at 
least very doubtful. Mr. Davis’s system chains 
the bull, aud hisarmed power would chain him 
ill over the land. But Mr. Lincoln seeks to 
unchain him, semi-savage, enraged, and fear 
fully dangerous. A very simpleton may an 
chain the animal, but giants may not be 
able to handle and manage him when loose 
Had M r. Lincoln and his advisers but a small 
grain of the sagacity of practical statesman 
ship, which characterized the founders of this 
nation, they would hesitate and take counsel 
of the people, whose common sense is the na- 
tion's dependence, before they would try su<J. 
■lenly and by force to turn loose three or four 
millions of semi-barbarians. 

But this “war measure” is ridiculously un 
miliLary. The simple meaning of the thing, 
■supposing it to have any, is: If I can 
crush the rebellion 1 will deprive the whole 
people embraced within its lilies of their slaves. 
That is, Mr. Lincoln can get no military ben 
efit from his “war measure” till the war ir 
any given locality is over. The abolition of 
slavery is proclaimed to be a “fit and necessary 
war measure to suppress the rebellion;” but 
tue rebellion confessedly must be suppressed 
before abolition cun take place. How then 
can it be a “war measure" as a means to sir 
press the rebellion ? But more ridiculous y 
unmilitary still is the “war measure” in its as 
surned potency. “I do order,” says the Pre3i 
dent, “and declare that all persons held a: 
daves within the designated States and parts 
of States are and henceforth shall be free. 
Now, this impracticable order and futile deela 
ration of freedom is proclaimed only for the 
benefit of all slaves beyond his military lines, 
mil con-equently as much beyond his reach as 
if they lived in Russia. “Ail persons held as 
slaves within the designated States an free!" 
Whai nonsense! Are they free legally or in 
fact? Does the proclamation free them ' 
Why the Commauder-in-G'hiefs proclaraa 
lions are more potent than his armies . 
t'bree millions of men, women, and children 
have the chains struck from them within 
the lines of the mighty hosts of the slave 
power “without the loss of a man,” and in 
the twinkling of au eye. The creative word, 
“ Le* there be light, and there was light.” does 
not exceed in Immediate and absolute cogency 
ibe freeing word of the Coiumander-in-Chicf 
of the embiitered hosts of the United States. 
Would that Mr. Lincoln would proclaim with 
equal power the liberty of the freedom of loving 
patriots of East Tennessee and of other parts 
within the rebel lines! Would that he would 
“order and declare ” the complete overthrow 
and dismemberment of the rebel artnyl Why 
not demolish the mighty obstructions in the 
way of Richmond by proclamation ? Perhaps 
President Lincoln has so handled “the Army 
of the Potomac” as to cause all its efforts to 
fail on purpose to show the great power of 
proclamation from him when the fit lime 
comes to take it. 

This “war measure” must, however, be con 
sidered in an aspect vastly more serious thau 
lias yet been done. If Mr. Lincoln think. 

• hat his proclamation will either free a single 
slave beyond his lines or unnerve the rebel 
army, he is greatly wanting in common sense 
On the contrary, it will tighten the chains of 
the slave and brace the nerves of the army 
into the intensest earnestness and desperation 
It will show them that all their w first fears ai 
to be realized if their strong anna cannot de 
fend them; and it is folly to think that they 
will not now do their utmost. They see be- 
fore them now nothing but success or ruin, 
and they will leave nothing undone 
that can tend to secure success. If, 
ou the other hand, Mr. Lincoln, under 
cover of the words, “war measure", 
means to play the abolitionist within his 
lines as fast as he conquers new terrritory 
and secures additional victims of his misap- 
plied power, lie is simply cruelly dishonest and 
despotic. 11 hat kind of a “war measure’’ can 
that be which cannot be used against the 
armed rebel in front of our lines, which can 
be used only on those already conquered, dis- 
armed, and acquiescent under the authority of 
the Constitution and the laws? That must be 
an unnecessary and unrighteous “war meas- 
ure,” which, if put iu force at all, must, from 
the nature of the case, be put in force against 
those who may never have been rebels in heart, 
or who, if they have, have laid down theirarms 
and quietly taken their former position as citi- 
zens, willing henceforth to fulfil all the duties 
due to the government. It mustbeavery unfit 
and unnecessary thing to make war on the 
conquered and peacelul. If it be a fit and 
necessary measure to take their slaves, why 
not take also their other property — their mon- 
ey, their cattle, their hogs, their horses, their 
wheat, and their corn? If the rebellion can- 
not be suppressed while they command slaves 
to labor for them, can it be suppressed while 
these very persons labor for them for hire? 

This pretended “war measure” is simply and 
intentionally an abolition measure, and the 
hypocrisy which calls it a “war measure” on- 
ly makes it and ils author the more censura- 
ble. A petty village lawyer of the lowest 
grade might be pardoned for such hypocritical 
trickery, but, when the ruler of a great and 
afflicted nation condescends to such subter- 
fuges for party ends, it is a mortifying spec- 
tacle. 

®This sinister “war measure” Mr. Lincoln 
calls "an act of justice.” Justice to whom ? 
To the slaves? What have they done to earn 
it from him ? They have thus far faithfully 
supplied their rebel masters with the material 
of war. Are they to be rewarded for this? 
Perhaps he means “an act of justice” to con- 
quered and submissive masters. If so, the 
measure is one of punishment, a penalty for 
having been rebels, or perhaps tor having 
been, through the fault and weakness of .Mr. 
Lincoln’9 Administration, helplessly within 
rebel jurisdiction. Multitudes of these men 
were loyal long after this rebellion com- 
menced; many ol them are, in heart, loyal 
now, aud would pant for the approach of Mr. 



Lincoln’s arias, but for fear of this ruinous 
aud cruel ‘‘justice’ that awaits them. 

Tile army of the Union will necessarily, 
and doubtless now very seriously, under the 
influence of this war trick, damage the order 
aud usefulness of slaves wherever it marches 
through rebel territory; but, unless it carries 
them out of the country, it will not free them, 
fun fusion may obtain while the war lasts, hut 
the moment the army is withdrawn the State 
constitutions will reassert their authority and 
ontrol of the colored population. This the 
President has no power to prevent; and his 
successor will not likely be one who will be 
disposed like him to imagine that his eleva- 
tion to the high position entails on him the 
sponsibility of adjusting and settling ac- 
cording lo his own notions the affairs of the 
whole country. 

Mr. Lincoln's proclamation will, however, 
do less damage to slavery than he and his 
friends hope, and Ilian many interested in it 
fear. Like his management of the Army of 
the Potomac, it will prove a failure. The 
President's weakness lies iu his ambition to be 
greater, and to accomplish more, than nature 
has assigned him in til" affairs of this world. 
If ho would let McClellan manage the army, 
and let slavery take care ol itself, he would do 
the country a greater service than he has yet 
done. 

Tile next Congress will probably lay its 
conservative hand upon his head and give it 
steadiness and sobriety. Some of Ins man- 
agement, as Commander-ia-Ghief, will be 
somewhat modified, if not improved, and Ihe 
country and hiinsell' will both probably breathe 
more freely thau either has lone lately under 
he heat and oppression of ibe radical atmos- 
phere of the Capital. Radicalism and rebel- 
lion are twin evils, from which the country 
eeds rest, it is to be hoped that the year 
1803 will see the end ol both in this land.

Our Border Defences.— We have on*sev- 
eral occasions boen startled by the incursions 
of John Morgan and his rebel band into the 
very heart cf Kentucky, at a time when it 
was thought that our Southern border was 
well protected against such unlooked-for raids 
At three different times Morgan has entered 
Kentucky through Monroe county, and on 
two of these occasions has passed through 
Tompkinsville to Glasgow, Kentucky, ami 
(hence on to the Bluegrasg Region. — 
under and the destruction of the pub- 
public works has been his object, and his suc- 
cess is but too apparent. We are clearly of 
t e opinion that, unless our military authori- 
ties adopt other and more effective means of 
defence, we will in time be subjected to the 
mortification and disgrace of similar raids. 

A correspondent at Rockbridge makes 
some appropriate suggestions in this con 
nection. He very truly remarks that no 
number of troops stationed at Elizabeth- 
town, M unford ville, or Bowling Green, can 
guard u3 against these rebel raids into the in- 
terior of the State. When Morgan or any oth- 
er dashing commander makes bis way to 
Tompkinsville, he can, by the aid of his spies, 
easily march on up into the Bluegrass Region 
and indulge his thieving and murdering pro- 
pensities to the fullest extent. As an effect- 
ual barrier against such assaults, our corre- 
spondent, who has a fifty years acquaiotamc 
and familiarity with our southern horde 
6 uggests that a sufficient force be stationed at 
the gaps in Monroe county, and at other 
points in the vicinity, to hold in check every 
resident rebel sympathizer and to arrest and 
punish every rebel news-carrier, as it is upon 
information furnished by these spies that 
Morgan, Hamilton, and company operate. If 
such precaution be taken the residents of ti e 
exposed counties in the interior may be 
vouchsafed immunity from further rebel raids. 
Otherwise they will be from time to time 
overrun by these thieving predatory bands 
and subjected to utter ruin 

fl®”Complaint has been made, not only by 
civilians but by military men, that the stock- 
ades which had been erected on the line of the 
Louisville and Nashville Railroad for the shel- 
ter of our troops who had been detailed to pro- 
tect important posts on that road, were in some 
instances worse than useless. The Cincinnati 
Commercial has been informed that these 
stockades were mere slaughter-houses, and 
that it is to this fact that the detachments 
placed in them were unable to make a credita- 
ble defence against M organ, in his recent raid 
upon that road, , All he had to do was to post 
a battery on some commanding eminence and 
drop shells inside the stockades. There wrs 
no escape. The result was inevitable. The 
men were as much exposed to destruction as 
though the 6tockades had never been erected. 
Col. C. D. Pennebaker, of the Twenty-seventh 
Kentucky Infantry, who is at present in the 
city, has a plan upon which he believes the 
road can be successfully defended in future, 
and we trust he will lose no time in submit- 
ting his plausible theory to the proper author- 
ities.

OUR FRANKFURT LETTER. 

Frankfort, Jan. 13. 

It is utterly impossible to write an interest- 
ing letter concerning legislative proceedings, 
from the simple fact that that august body has 
not as yet thought proper to proceed. 

The Senate, after a protracted session of fif- 
teen minutes, adjourned because it had no 
business before it. Even the speech-making 
epidemic seems to have died out, and each in- 
dividual Senator looks as glum a3 though he 
was just going into, or just coming out of, a 
case of typhoid fever. The President's procla- 
mation— it must be that thing— sits Tike a 
nightmare — may I say an evening jackass— 
upon the hearts of all. And to add to the 
hilarity of the oecasiou we this morning have 
the cheering indication that Congress is about 
to call into the field 150,000 niggers, to be offi- 
cered by themselves, or poor white trash, as 
they may elect. Fancy a big buck American 
citizen of African descent with two stars upon 
either shoulder. “Some cirit, good Apothe- 
cary.” 

The House of Representatives passed a bill 
authorizing the City Council of Covington to 
assess a tax of fifty cents anon the one hundred 
dollars of taxable property of that city for 
four years, for the purpose of paying the in- 
terest on the two hundred thousand dollar 
bonds for which that city is bound to the 
Covington and Lexington Railroad. At the 
expiration of four years the tax is not to ex- 
ceed twenty cents on the hundred dollars. 

They also passed a bill which provides that 
county officers who were prevented from qual- 
ifying on account of the occupancy of the 
State by the rebels, and who have since qual- 
ified anu complied with the law in other res- 
pects, is legalized, and all acts done by said 
officers to have as full effect and force as if 
they had qualified at the time fixed by law. 

The scheme for increasing the tax on tavern 
license was ignominiously murdered by the 
House of Representatives. Mr. Rousseau of- 
fered an amendment making it a felony to 
make, buy, or drink spirituous liquors. The 
House could not swallow it, and rejected both 
the amendment and the bill by ti vote of 10 
to 38. 

By reference to your regular report, it will 
he seen that nothing of national importance 
was transacted in the lower House.

Total Production of Wool. — The total 
amount of wool produced in the United States 
during the year 1860 was 60,511.343, being an 
increase of eight million pounds during the 
ten years, while the returns prove that woollen 
manufactures have increased fifty-one per 
cent, showing that the increase in our produc- 
tion falls far below the increased demand for 
manufacturing purposes. The total amount 
of wool manufactured into cloths in the United 
States in 1860 was 80,386,572 pounds, showing 
that our wants exceeded our supply by over 
thirty per cent, a balance which had to be 
made up by importation. 

In this respect it will he seen what an im- 
mense advantage the Southern States have 
over the Northern in the production of their 
raw fabrics, for while the North produces 
only three fourths of the wool that is used, 
the South produces overlive times the amount 
of cotton that is consumed in the United 
States. Nearly all of our woollen manufac- 
tories are at the East. New England has over 
half of the capital thus employed in the whole 
country, and Massachusetts alone has nearly 
one-third. The West has yet done but little 
in manufacturing, not a tithe of what should, 
and, as we believe, what will eventually be 
done. Michigan has but twenty woollen man- 
ufactories within her borders, and those on a 
small scale, with a total capital of but $139,500 
and consuming but 223,100 pounds annually.

The Vicksburg Whig, of the 27th ult., claims 
that every advance of the enemy has been 
promptly aud effectually repulsed. " Tbe Whig 
says the most signal success was obtained at 
Willow Bayou, when 2,800 rebel 6oldiers en- 
gaged and whipped 8,000 Federals; killing 200, 
capturing 300 prisoners, and five stand of col- 
ors.

citizens have known something of w\at this j 
benevolent and most useful organization has 
done and is doing for the welfare of our sol- 
diers, and yet there are few who have any just 
appreciation of the catholic spirit which per- 
vades its operations, and of the great practical 
and real good which it is accomplishing. 

Since the war began, its agents have con- 
stantly been with the army laboring to im- 
prove the condition of camps and hospitals in 
all possible ways, to prevent disease, and, by 
liberal contributions of material means, to 
supply the wants and relieve the sulleriug of 
the sick soldier. We have had frequent occa- 
sions to refer in terms of commendation to 
the good work accomplished by both the Ken- 
tucky branch of the organization and the 
general agents of the Commission who have 
beeu stationed in our State. 

Recently the Secretary of the Western De- 
partment Sanitary Commission, Dr. J. S. 
Newberry, has established his headquarters in 
this city, and, with a corps of assistants acting 
in entire harmony and consolidation with our 
efficient rvsideut representatives of the Com- 
mission, has given increased energy to its 
work. 

The Commission has now a general office 
on Walaut street, next the Medical Directors, 
where is kept a Hospital Directory, in w hick 
are recorded the names of all patients admit- 
ted into general hospital in this Depart- 
ment. The depot of hospital stores and the 
oflicc of the Branch Commission are still m 
Fifth street, where .Mr. Haywood, Mr. Hendei- 
son, and Dr. Beil are daily to be found, as in- 
definable and useful as ever. 

From funds contributed the General 
Commission a new “Soldiers’ Home’’ has re- 
cently been put up adjoining the Nashville 
depot— a most admirable institution, well 
worthy the inspection ot our citizens. 

The Commission has also cars fitted up for 
the transport of the sick, both on the Nashville 
and Lebanon railroads, by which numbers 
have been brought, and are being brought, to 
the city far more comfortably than they oth- 
erwise could be. 

Immediately subsequent to the battle of 
Perry rille, a corps of agents and over forty- 
tons of hospital stores were sent by the Com- 
mission to Perryville and Danville, and were 
of inestimable value in the care of the sick 
and wounded. 

Within the last few day3 the Commission 
here forwarded fifteen agents and about one 
- thousaud boxes of most valuable hospital sup- 
plies (including over six thousand pounds con- 
centrated beef and over five thousand pounds 
concentrated milk) to Nashville for the wound- 
ed in the late battle. Tbc3e, with the supplies 
before sent to the depot of the Commission in 
Nashville, and the large amount forwarded by 
the Medical Purveyor here, will render any 
great destitution among the sufferers at Mur- 
freesboro impossible. 

* Other portions of the department are equal- 
ly well cared for. There are now over fifty 
agents of the Sanitary Commission engaged 
in distributing the bounty of the great army 
of patriotic women who at the home firesides 
are busily working for that other great army 
composed of their brothers, husbands, sous, 
and lovers, in the field. 

In Western Virginia, in Kentucky, in Ten- 
nessee, Mississippi, Louisiana, in Arkansas, 
eiul with the Mississippi licet, aud even in fur- 
otf Kansas, the agents of the Commission are 
stationed, doing Its work of love and mercy. 
Depots of hospital stores are established in care 
of tkeso agents, at Wheeling, Gallatin, Dan- 
ville, Perryville, Bowling Green, Columbus, 
Ky., Cairo, Memphis, Helena, New Orleans, 
aud many other points. 

To supply these depots with stores, and to 
transport sick when necessary, a slcamcr is 
kept running in the service of the Commis- 
sion. She is now on her way from Memphis 
to Vicksburg, with over 1,000 boxes of stores, 
surgeons, and nurses, going to tbe relief of 
i he sufferers in the late and impending battles 
there. 

From u large number of testimonials to the 
efficiency and usefulnessof the Sanitary Com- 
mission, we publish the following:

Dear Sir: Permit me through you to ac- 
knowledge my obligations to the United Stales 
Sanitary Commission for the very efficient aid 
it bis rendered me in furnishing supplies for 
the sick and wounded soldiers under my 
charge at a time when they could not be ob- 
tained through any other source. 

When the hospitals were first established in 
this district we were almost entirely destitute 
ot hospital and medical supplies, including 
almost every article necessary for the comfort 
of the sick. With an unusually large num- 
ber of sick and wounded on our bauds, we 
were compelled to see them suffer without the 
proper means of affording them relief. 

The condition of things was immediately 
telegraphed to the Medical Purveyor in Louis- 
ville, and that ollicer with his usual promptness 
at once furnished everything necessary to ren- 
der our sick comfortable, but from some cause 
the supplies were detained several weeks on 
the road, and were not received until long after 
those arrived that were sent by the Sanitary 
Commission. 

Considering the large number of sick and 
wounded in the District (betweeu six aud sev- 
en thousand), and tbe almost total absence of 
, everything necessary to render them comfort- 
able, I have no doubt that the timely aid afford- 
ed by ^hs Commission in this single instance 
has been the means of preventing much suf- 
fering as well as of saving many valuable 
lives. 

1 trust that the Commission will be able to 
continue in its good work, and that it may 
have, as it certainly deserves, the thanks of 
every friend of humanity.

Sir: It is but just to tbe United States San- 
itary Commission to say that the aid they have 
rendered to the wounded in the battle of Chap- 
lin Hills has been indispensable. No one hut 
an eye-witness can estimate the greut advan- 
tage their supplies have been to the wounded. 
\\ hen the government supplies shipped to us 
were detained in Hurdstowu and oilier places 
■*. several weeks, theirs, by extraordinary efforts, 
were put promptly through, and came to our 
aid when we were perfectly destitute. 

A large proportion of the wounded coming 
from the battle-field were stripped of their 
clothing. The bedd'ng, clothing, and dress- 
ings furnished by the Commission were of 
inestimable advantage. Considering the great 
help rendered by this Commission, it is to be 
hoped that the people will lie stimulated to 
greater efforts to aid them in their benevolent 
mission. 

Your agent here, Mr. Flood, has been most 
faithful and indefatigable in the discharge 
of his duties. He has been scrupulously hon- 
est, seeing that nothing of the least value was 
misplaced. It is of some pleasure to the be- 
nevolent to know that their gifts always meet 
proper objects, and if the Commission can al- 
ways secure such men as their agents, I am 
confident the public will give with a more 
liberal hand.

Sin: Under a commission from the Gov- 
ernor of Pennsylvania to visit the regiments, 
and to report the condition of the sick and 
wounded from that State throughout the 
Western Department, I came to Kentucky iu 
the early part of November, and since then 
ray time has been employed, in pursuance of 
my instructions, in visiting all tbe hospitals of 
Louisville, New Albany, Jeffersonville, Lex- 
ington, Lebanoiq Perryville, Danville, Bowl- 
ing Green, and Nashville. 

Some of the hospitals, particularly in Lou- 
isville and New Albauy, I found well con- 
ducted, and in a highly satisfactory condition; 
others did not possess so high a standard of 
excellence, and again others, more crowded 
with sufferers, almost destitute of even the 
necessaries of life. The latter instances were 
chiefly to be met with at Nashville, and at 
those towns which do not possess railroad 
communications, and they are not now spo- 
ken .of with any fault-findiug spirit, though 
trnly deplorable is the thought that they still 
exist. The events of the war often mass a 
number of wounded or sick soldiers at ot e 
point where proper buildings cannot be found 
for their accommodation, and the means of 
transportation are inadequate to supply tbe 
needed articles of clothing and diet. Blame, 
therefore, is to be laid on no individual with- 
out a full investigation of the circumstances 
of tbe particular case, hut, as long n 3 want and 
suffering that can be remedied exist, the most 
strenuous activity la demanded from all the 
homes of our land. 



The purpose of this communication is to ex- 
press to you my appreciation of the kindness 
and courtesy 1 have constantly, while in this 
department, received from yourself, from the 
gentlemen connected with the Louisville 
Branch Commission, and from your agents 
everywhere; and to bear testimony to the 
faithfulness and efficiency which I have per- 
sonally witnessed in the perlormance of the 
duties imposed upon you all. Aware of the 
prejudices which exist" in some minds against 
the United Suites Sanitary Commission, I 
have embraced the opportunity presented to 
me to become acquainted with the objects to 
which your attention is directed, the system 
you have adopted for accomplishing them, and 
the degree of success that attends your efforts. 
Your system of keeping accounts aud corres- 
pondence seems to me simple yet compre- 
hensive; your business is conducted with 
economy, and the agents you have employed, 
us far as my observation extends, are active, 
faithful men, and lake pleasure in ministering 
to the needy. The trust of distributing hos- 
pital stores committed to their hands, 1 am led 
to believe from ray own observation and the 
testimony of various surgeons, to be faithfully 
aud conscientiously executed. On seeing the 
imperative needs existing in the hospitals at 
Nashville, Bowling Green, and Perryville, 
my only regret was that the supply of goods 
from your rooms feil so far short of the de- 
mand. 

These facts I have communicated to Gov. 
Curli l, and one of my recent reports urgently 
recominenaed that whatever hospital stores 
the Surgeon-General of Pennsylvania might 
design for the Western Department should be 
forwarded to your care at Louisville. 

Tbe philanthropy embodied iu your “Sol- 
diers Home” was brought to my attention 
with great force nn my recent return to this 
city from Nashville. A nuralier of dis- 
charged soldiers from various States, some of 
whom had to be carried, and others could 
scarcely walk, had put themselves under my 
care, as they were without money and knowl- 
edge whither to go for the night, which was 
dark and stormy. Myself a stranger, I did 
not know to what hotel, barracks, or hospital 
I could send them, but in the midst of my per- 
plexity the kind keeper of the “Home” ap- 
peared with a lantern in search of us, and he 
soon conveyed the feeble men in an ambu- 
lance to his comfortable quarters. 

My admiration has been aroused by the 
broad generous spirit with which your Com- 
mission is Animated. It recognizes all suffering 
soldiers to be brothers needing help and suc- 
cor, and it strives to do the greatest good to 
the greatest number regardless of State lines 
and local distinctions. Observation and re- 
flection teach that this is the true system of 
benevolence, founded upon pure patriotism. 
All special distributions are attended with 
great difficulty anil expense, and inevitably 
engender State pride at homo and jealousy 
among tbe soldiers. They are opposed to the 
fundamental idea for which we are warring, 
our undivided nationality. If the people 
throughout the breadth of our land would ac- 
cept these facts, and would with doubled ener- 
gy in uuison and co-operation work tortile 
cause of suffering humanity upon these prin- 
ciples, how much the sick soldier would gainl

A Greater Rcbkl Strong hold than Vicks- 
BURO — A Washington letter says: 

It is not officially known as to tho opera- 
tions at Vicksburg. Its capture, however, is 
only regarded as a question of time. It is n 
mistake to believe that the surrender of Vicks- | 
burg gives ns the undisputed possession and 
use of the Mississippi. Port Hudson, which is j 
situated about twenty-two miles above Baton , 
Rouge, on a bluff some four hundred feet high, | 
is by far the strongest point on the river. The i 
rebels supposed Island No. 10 the most defen- ■ 
sible point on tbe river, but after they were ! 
driven off' from that Gibraltar, they searched 
the whole length of the river to find a place 
of such natural advantages that it could be 
made impregnable as well to an attack by 
water as by land. 

The river front of Port Hudson is strongly 
fortified, and as the river makes a bend at this 
point, the bntteries extend over three miles, 
and the guns, which are of the largest calibre, 
command' the river fora much greater distance. 
The fortifications are constructed on the crest 
of a ridge, which slopes towards the river, 
and likewise inland. If the gunboats open 
upon the fortifications at long range, so that 
they can use shell, the chances, are that the 
shell will roll over the top, doing little dam- 
age. If, on the contrary, the boats approach 
near enough to enable them to use canister 
and grape, the guns cannot bo elevated suffi- 
ciently to reach the fortifications. Immedi- 
ately behind the batteries, on tbe top of the 
ridge, there is a series of small “biscuit hills,” 
on which “redans” have been built. 

These double-faced earth-works are very 
strong, and tan only b*- taken by storm. A 
mile or more inland there is a swamp, through 
which batteries cannot be moved, and which 
must be crossed, in some way or other, before 
an attack can be made on the fortifications rf 
Port Hudson. In view of the hilly character 
of the country near Port Hudson, the nature 
of the earth-works, and the calibre cl the 
guns there, I venture the prediction that if 
that place is carried by storm, the loss of life 
will be greater in proportion to tho number of 
troops that cau be advantageously used than 
in any battle of tbe war

Washington, Jan. 12. 

The Passaic and Montauk, at Beaufort, are 
all well. Tho former was not disabled. Pro- 
fessional men are highly pleased with the sea- 
going qualities of the new Monitors, and see 
nothing to be improved except a further 
strengthening of the sections. 

New York, Jan. 13. 

The iron-clad battery, W. E. Uawkin, Gapt. 
Rodgers, left the Navy Yard Saturday on her 
official trial trip, under the auspices of the 
Government. She steamed up the river as far 
as the palisades, making over seven knots on 
the way. Nine shots were fired, which demon- 
strated the success of the entire arrangements; 
a success which is said to he the most gratify- 
ing yet experienced. She will sail this even- 
ing or to-morrow morning, in company with 
the Nahant and Convoys, to join the other 
portion of the fleet. 

New York, Jan. 13. 

A special despatch of the 12th from the 
Headquarters of the Army st ties that a full bri- 
gade of the enemy, previously visible upon the 
hills directly south of Sumner’s headquarters, 
were, yesterday, after the storm of Saturday, 
indiscoverable. During the forenoon, tents 
lay upon the ground, and smouldering camp 
fires indicated that the enemy had lett their 
position early before day. 

Later in the day wagons came and gathered 
th^tents and moved off' upon the telegraph 
roau southward. New tents were observed 
to-day between south and 30 degrees west of 
south but no increase of camp fires observed. 

A Washington despatch to the Times, says 
that paper manufacturers would seem to have 
the best of it iu the House against the pub- 
lishers.

Mr. Kellogg, of Illinois, secured the passage 
of a resolution instructing the same Commit- 
tee to inquire into the expediency of duties 
on foreign rags. 

- New Yqrk, Jan. 13. 

The Herald's Beaufort correspondent states 
that the iron-clad Passaic lies at anchor in 
Beaufort Roads. 1 learn that she suffered 
considerably on her passage down in tow of 
the State of Georgia, aud at one time was on 
the point of being abandoned. Water was 
then making rapid headway upon her and all 
hopes of keeping it from the fires given up, 
when oue of the officers, reported to me to he 
the engineer, urged another rally at the 
pumps. All hands, officers and crew, went to 
work and finally succeeded in keeping her 
free until the storm abated. 

The iron-clad Montauk, Captain Worden, in 
attempting to enter the harbor on Monday 
morning, in charge of a coast pilot, struck on 
Shackelford's shoals. The accident was oc- 
casioned by the misplacement of a buoy. 

The Montauk remained fast until 6 o’clock 
P. M., when, by the assistance of tugboats, 
she was got afloat aud towed into harbor, an- 
choring abreast of Fort Macon. She was eu 
lirely uninjured. 

New York, Jan. 13. 

The Herald's Washington despatch states 
that it is said by the friends of Mr. Stanton 
and his Assistant, Mr. Watson, that both of 
them embarked in the service of the Govern- 
ment for a single year, with a view to give 
impulse to the affairs of the War Department, 
aud that year being near its expiration it lias 
been signified that they will retire. 

New York, Jan. 13. 

A naval officer states, from information in 
his possession, that he believes the pirate Ala- 
bama has gone or will go to the Eastern Hem- 
isphere. 

Com. Setumes is known to have contempla- 
ted a cruise on the coasts of Africa and South- 
ern Asia.

Financial Bills Before Congress. — Tbe 
following is an abstract of two important bills 
reported in Congress: 

Tbe bill introduced by Representative 
Spaulding to provide ways and means tor the 
support of the Government proposes an issue 
of five hundred millions of dollars of twenty- 
year six per cent bonds, interest payable semi- 
annually in coin, to be disposed of for the best 
price that can be obtained for them in lawful 
money, or certificates of indebtedness or for 
interest-bearing treasury notes. 

It also provides for the issue of three hun- 
dred million dollars of six per cent treasury 
notes, or bonds redeemable at the close of the 
war in one, two, and three years, interest pay- 
able semi-annually in coin, to be paid to tbe 
creditors of the Government, and convertible 
at the will of the holder, with accrued inter- 
est, into legal tender notes, receivable for all 
dues to the Government except customs, and 
may be sold by the Secretary of the Treasury 
at n »t less than par to any’ one desiring to 
purchase them. 

It also provides for the issue of three hun- 
dred million dollars of legal-tender notes, if 
the exigencies of the public service Blmli re- 
quire it, convertible at auy time into twenty- 
year six per cent, bonds at par, and tor the is- 
suing notes of fractional parts of a dollar in 
lieu of postal currency, to be engraved and 
printed in tbe Treasury building. Penalties 
are provided for counterfeiting and fraudulent 
alterations of the notes and bonds issued under 
this act, and six huudred thousand dollars are 
appropriated to carry tbe act into effect. 

The bill introduced by Seuator Sherman pro- 
poses a tax of two per centum on the largest 
amount of notes auy bank may have out- 
standing at any time during the year, to be 
levied on the first of July of each year, and 
ten per centum on the largest amount of frac- 
tional notes similarly outstanding.
